The 1989 women’s volleyball team 
was also inducted — the first national 
championship team in the program’s 
history. 

Co-captain Tara Cross-Battle said: 
“J feel wonderful. It is the first national 
championship team and to be a part of 
it is one of the best feelings I have had 
in my career. I think that goes for all the 
players. We know we were the first team.

Policy Club and other campus orga- 
nizations presented the annual fair, 
which provided information for stu- 
dents and faculty on creating a more 
ecologically friendly environment. 

Clubs and organizations from on 
and off campus, including Save Our 
Beach, CSULB Green Campus Pro- 
gram, the Surfrider Foundation and 
Heal the Bay gathered to promote 
“greener” living options. 

ASI Conservation Commissioner 
Thuy Nghiem said the event is meant 
to get the word out about the possibili- 
ties of a greener campus. 

“T wanted to bring out all these local 
non-profits to show the campus com- 
munity that there is a lot of green stuff 


going around,” she said. 

Nghiem said that food items, such as 
a single beef hamburger, use up to 630 
gallons of water emissions to make. 
A sign was presented to show dietary 


.choices that use less carbon emissions, 


such as turkey and soy. 

Save Our Beach founder Kim Ma- 
soner displayed creations she has made 
from recycled materials, such as cro- 


_ cheted bedrolls, or sleeping bags made 


out of grocery bags. She donated these 
sleeping bags to homeless people who 
have nothing to sleep on. 

“I founded Save Our Beach 13 years 
ago,” Masoner said. “We started doing 
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now, and the main conflict is over 
faculty pay raises for the 2008-09 and 
2009-10 academic years. 

However, Cal State Long Beach 
CFA President Teri Yamada said the 
“real issue” is Chancellor Charles B. 
Reed’s misplaced priorities. 

“Tt’s not about the quarter of 1 per- 
cent,” Yamada said. “It’s a symbolic 
issue ... this is an issue of fairness.”

CSULB students 
may pay as much as 
$6,738 annually.

Cal State University students may 
face a 9 percent tuition increase next 
fall, bringing their average annual cost 
of attendance up to $7,017. Cal State 
Long Beach students may pay as much 
as $6,738. 

The university system’s Board of 
Trustees will vote on Nov. 17 whether to 
raise tuition by $498, but, if it approves 
the hike, it will also ask state legislators 
to “buyout” the tuition increase before 
the upcoming academie year. 

The CSU is planning to ask the state 
for $397 million in additional funding. 
This includes $138 million to cover the 
cost of the tuition increase and $190 
million for enrollment growth. 

The university. system does this 
amid an increasing possibility of addi- 
tional cuts in state support. Before the 
end of this year, the CSU will likely 
face $100 million in cuts on top of the 
$650 million it faced last summer. 

The board executed a similar plan in 
2010 when it raised tuition by 10 per- 
cent for the 2011-12 academic year, but 
it failed to convince legislators to cover 
the cost of that increase. 

CSU officials said this type of ma- 
neuver gives students time to prepare 
for an increase if one is needed. 

“We- don’t want to catch students 
off guard,” said Erik Fallis, a CSU 
spokesman. 

Since 2009, the CSU has approved _ 
five separate tuition increases, nearly 
doubling the 23-campus system’s cost 
of attendance. 

In fall 2008, students paid $3,048 on 
top of mandatory campus fees. If the 9 
percent hike is approved, students will 
pay $5,970 on top of mandatory cam- 
pus fees — a 96 percent increase. 

The average mandatory campus fee 
is $1,047. CSULB charges students 
about $768.

Q: What’s your favorite part about 
being editor-in-chief at The Union 
Weekly?

I think it could have perhaps gone 
on the opinions page. But, honestly ... it 
was one of those 200-word stories that 
went in the paper. The Union is known 
for being opinionated, so it just went 
with the paper at the time.

And, of course, The Union should be 
taken seriously, but the things he said 
were definitely taken out of context. 


Q: What did you think of the petition 
to remove Kevin O’Brien from his 
position as editor-in-chief?

salaries could add more stress to their 
work. 

He is also concerned with 
Reed’s priorities, in regards to 
how, they affect professors and 
students.

However, Fallis said that, in order to 
resolve these issues, the CSU and CFA 
need to turn their attention to the state 
of California.

“We really need to focus our collec- 
tive energy to have the state refocus 
their energy on higher education,” Fal- 
lis said.

Injury-riddled 
‘Niners head 
into season with 
question marks.

Long Beach State women’s 
basketball head coach Jody 
Wynn is still uncertain of who 
she’ll see in her starting lineup 
this season, and you can expect 
more of the same for Friday’s 
home opener against Utah Val- 
ley. 

The 49ers, who were picked 
to finish last in the Big West 
Conference preseason media 
poll, will enter the 2011-12 
season with an injury-depleted 
roster that features nine mem- 
bers who have yet to play in an 
LBSU uniform and just four 
returners. 

LBSU, which finished 8-23 
overall and 6-10 in its nine-team 
conference last season, has 
dealt with injuries to eight of its 
13 players since the team held 
its first official practice on Oct. 
2. Three of The Beach’s players 
— sophomore forward: Sendy 
Valles, freshman center Devin 
Hudson and senior shooting 
guard Sarah Lottinville — still 
haven’t been cleared to play. 

We’ve got some kids who 
are injured, so they’re in and 
out of practice on a daily ba- 
sis,’ Wynn said. “The continu- 
ity has been a little rocky and 
that’s why a starting lineup has 
not been solidified. ... We’re 
not caught up in what the media 
ranks us. I really could care less 
about preseason rankings when 
you have nine newcomers.” 

Despite the setbacks, Wynn 
said she plans to eventually de- 
termine a set lineup based on 
which players combine effort 
with performance. 

“These kids are going to get 
thrown into the fire right away,” 
Wynn said. “We don’t have a lot 
of experience returning.” 


Searching for a floor general 

This season, Wynn has four 
potential candidates to fill the 
starting job at point guard — a 
position reserved for someone 
who can be an extension of a 
head coach on the floor and take 
care of the basketball. 

Last year, the 49ers lacked a 
true point guard and ranked last 
in the Big West in turnovers per 
game (21.3). 

None of the 49ers’ four point 
guards this season have ever 
played in a game for LBSU. 
Three of them redshirted for 
The Beach last year due to inju- 
ries, while the other is a sopho- 
more junior college transfer. 

Vying for the position will 
be redshirt freshmen Alex San- 
chez and Chantel Dooley, red- 
shirt junior Jhakia McDonald 
and sophomore transfer Hallie 
Meneses. :

The 49ers, who finished 22-12 
overall and 14-2 in the nine-team 
conference last season, were de- 
feated by the Gauchos, 64-56, 
in the conference champion- 
ship game. Despite defeating 
the Gauchos by double-digits in 
both regular-season meetings, 
the loss denied the ‘Niners a trip 
to March Madness. 

For the Beach, nothing short 
of a conference title and arun to 
the 64-team tournament would 
be considered a success this 
season. LBSU head coach Dan, 
Monson said the experience of 
the group should be its biggest 
advantage over the rest of the 
Big West. 

“T do not think there is any 
ducking the fact that if we do 
-not defend our (regular sea- 
son) Big West championship 
and have a run in the NCAA 
Tournament, it has not been a 
successful year,” Monson said. 
“These kids just need to finish 
what they started. They have 
really taken the program to an- 
other level, but basketball team 
are measured by the NCAA 
Tournament and we have got to 
get ourselves in that position.” 

Before Long Beach can focus 
on a Big, West title, it will have to 
play one of the toughest non-con- 
ference schedules. in the nation. 
The ‘Niners have 13 non-confer- 
ence contests, five of which will 
come against teams ranked in the 
top 14 of the preseason AP poll. 

All five of the matchups will 

_ be on the road, including trips to 
Pittsburgh, Louisville, Kansas, 
and the mecca of college basket- 

. ball: the Dean E. Smith. Center 
in Chapel Hill, NC for a show- 
down with North Carolina. 

“T think it is really good for 
these guys,” Monson said of the 
daunting schedule. “I think if 
they can have some success it 
would ‘put them in the conver- 
sation to have an at-large bid, 
which would be a:goal of ours 
to not léave it to the last game 
of the year.” 

Averaging 73.2 points per 
game last season, the Beach was 
second in the Big West, only 
behind UC Irvine. Defensively, 
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LBSU was fifth in the nine-team 
conference, allowing 70.5 points per 
contest. 


The team shot a respectable 44.6 per- 
cent from the field, good for fourth in 
the conference. 

LBSU begins the regular season Sat- 
urday against Idaho at the Walter Pyra- 
mid. Tipoff is scheduled for 2:05 p.m. 


Breaking down the starting five 


Casper Ware, senior guard 
Ware was named to the preseason 
Wooden Watch list, which picks the 50 
best overall players in all of NCAA Di- 
vision I basketball. Last season, Ware 
led the Beach, averaging 17.2 points 
_and 4.4 assists and 1.7 steals per game. 
His 17.2 points were good for second in 
the Big West, behind Orlando Johnson 
of UCSB. He also became an honorable 
mention All-American and the first Big 
West player in history to be selected 
player of the year and defensive player 
of the year in the conference. 
Larry Anderson, senior guard 
At 6-5 and 210 pounds, Anderson is a 
much bigger guard than Ware (5-10, 175 
pounds), but the combination has been ef- 
fective. Anderson finished last year’s cam- 
paign second on the team and 14th in the 
Big West in scoring, averaging 14.3 per 
contest. He also averaged 6.3 rebounds, 
good for seventh in the Big West. 


T.J. Robinson, senior forward 

Robinson anchored the paint for 
LBSU last season averaging 10.1 re- 
bounds a game, just behind Sam Wil- 
lard (10.6 rpg) of the University of the 
Pacific for Big West honors. Robinson 
was also third on the team in scoring 
with 13.6 points a game. Robinson, a 
first-team All-Big West pick in 2010 
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and a second-team selection last year, 
can also become the first player in Big 
West history to average double-digit re- 
bounds in three straight seasons.

Of all the important road trips the 
Long Beach State women’s volleyball 
team has ventured to this year, the one 
it will face this weekend could prove to 
be the most important.

Gimmillaro also said he is expecting 
these two teams to be at their best, with 
big crowds on hand hoping for an upset of 
the heavily-favored Long Beach squad.

I’m coming in person this time.” 

She had been waiting with a group of 
her friends several minutes before the 
truck had arrived: Despite the chilly air 


‘that has begun to roll in for the season, 


Reyes was anxious to get her food. 

“If you’re hungry, it’s worth “it,” 
Reyes said. “It’s really good and it’s re- 
ally cheap.” 

Reyes was,one of about 50 people 


- standing in line within the first 15 min- 


utes of the truck opening its order win- 
dow. As the night progressed, a consis- 
tent line of around 150 people wrapped 
around the driveway. 

“College students always eat more. 
[Locations] near colleges always do 
better,’ said Jose Perez, Verde truck 
staff member, who also helps fuuage 
the food truck. 

According to Perez, in late 2008, 
when the Kogi trucks began their ser- 
vice, lines were up to 500 people-long 
back when there were only two trucks. 
Currently, Kogi runs five trucks of 
which two roam the LA County and one 
to Orange County. ’ 

“They don’t just come to one truck 
anymore,” Perez said. “Though lines 
have been consistent, [the crowd] has 
dispersed in different locations.” 

Kogi’s food truck stops, like most, 
are determined according to the suc- 
cess and popularity. According to 
Perez, their most successful stop on the 
map is at the Home Depot in El Monte,

not surprisingly during their 10:30 p.m. 
time slot on Saturday nights. But should 
a stop lack the attention it seeks, the 
Kogi management picks up and starts 
again. Fortunately, Signal Hill has a 
permanent location for the Verde truck. 
Kiyoji Whitener, a CSULB senior 
recreation and leisure major, said this 
was his fourth time ‘visiting the Kogi 
truck at the Signal Hill location. 
_ “{For] $5, I can get a really big bur- 
rito,” Whitener said. “The price is not 
too bad compared to other trucks I’ve 
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been to.” 

For the college student budget, Kogi 
charges a decent price for their food, 
especially for their combos. Their most 
expensive combo on their menu costs 


- $10 for a very large-sized item, a taco 


and a-drink. 

But with the growing trend of the 
food trucks, Kiyoji fears the businesses 
are taking advantage of its popularity. 

“When you think of a food truck, 
you think of good cheap food. You 
don’t think of really expensive gourmet 
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food,” Kiyoji said. “I think it’s interest- 
ing [but] I think they’re getting a little 
out of hand.” 

In any case, the food truck trend 
doesn’t seem to be fading away anytime 
soon. Locals and followers can always 
find their niche truck in different loca- 
tions and food truck rallies. Especially 
with the cold weather dawning, unique 
and warm food coming to you. only 
sounds more appetizing.

An emotional play centers around 
loss incorporates love, teenage infatu- 
ation and a personified apartment who 
seems to be crumbling into pieces phys- 
ically and figuratively.

Aluma felt that impersonations would 
make the play cheap or cheesy. Instead, 


Aluma focused more on-the quality.and’ 


essence that these famous. characters 
represent and had Halbach embody 
these qualities. 

As strange as it sounds, the apart- 
ment is an actual character in the play. 
He transforms from the floor to the win- 
dow, to. the closet, to the radiator, and is 
upset by what he has turned into. One 
of the most intriguing points of the play 
is the apartment that was once a glori- 
ous mansion, and how it symbolizes the 
loss felt by the mother and daughter, ac- 
cording to Aluma. 

“He [the apartment] just wants to be 
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fixed,” Aluma said. “He needs love and 
care like we all do.” 

Performers, including the understud- 
ies, have been rehearsing for this pro- 
duction for eight weeks, and all have 
impeccable talent, according to Aluma. 

“T wanted to make sure that my un- 
derstudies were just as talented as the 
main cast and also give them a chance 
to perform,” Aluma said. “So, I guaran- 
teed them two performances in the fifth 
week of production.”

The Merlino gallery hosts Meg- 
gan Zenteno’s exhibit of metals and 
mannequins titled “Defense Mech- 
anism” this week. 

Zenteno, a Cal State Long Beach 
BFA in 3D media-metal arts senior, 
created the four pieces as a personal 
collection of defense mechanisms.
